MAJOR HANSON MIGHT DECLINE 


PRESSING BUSINESS INTERESTS 
MAY INTERFERE. 


Impression Prevails That the Macon 
Citizen Will Be Invited Into 
the Cabinet,

Washington, December 14.—(Special.)— 
William E. Curtis, correspondent here for 
The Chicago Record, is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Major J. F. Hanson, thanking the 
correspondent for the complimentary man- 
ner in which he had written of the Georgian 
in his paper as a possible selection by Mr. 
McKinley as a cabinet minister. 

In the letter Major Hanson took occa- 
sion to say that it was in his opinion a 
serious question whether he could find it 
possible to accept a cabinet portfolio, should 
one be offered him. Major Hanson spoke of 
his business interest, much of which would 
have to be sacrificed were he to take a 
place in the cabinet, which an enforced ab- 
sence from Georgia would entail. 

The possibility of a declination upon the 
part of the Georgian may have a tendency 
to change the cabinet map so far as the 
south is concerned. 

There is a rumor current tonight in the 
circle of Ohio people who are in touch with 
the Canton man that Governor Levi P. 
Morton, of New York, may be tendered the 
place of secretary of state. This, it is 
argued, would be in keeping with the long- 
established precedents of a successful can-

CUBAN FREEDOM 
BY LAWFUL WANs 
Prominent Americans Join in an Address 
to the Public, 
WANT ISLAND INDEPENDENT 


Paper Declares That Spain Cannot 
Crush the Patriots. 


MONSTER MEEIING -CALLED FOR MONDAY 


Senator Morgan, Representative Hitt 
and Speaker Reed Will Address 
Crowd in Cooper Union. 


New ‘York. Dedember 14.—The Cuban 
League of the United States was formally 
organized in this city this evening. The 
men behind this movement are so well 
known and carry so much weight that it is 
beyond a doubt that this is the beginning 
of a movement that will take no small part 
in the history of both countries—having as 
it does the complete independence of Cuba 
from Spain as its principal object. 

A league under the saime name existed 
during the ten years’ war and was the 
nucleus in this country about which aid for 
Cuba centered. Many of the original mem- 
bers of the league were among those who 
met in pariors D. R. of the Fifth Avenue 
hotel to inaugurate the movement, which 
has for its aim the independence of Cuba, 
The meeting organized with Colonel Allen 
as president, and the following vice presi- 
dents: Charles A. Dana, Former Governor 
Rosewell P. Flower, Former Postmaster 


General Thomas M. James, Chauncey M. | 


Depew, John R. Dos Passos, Theodore Roos- 
velt, Former Mayor Thomas F. Gilroy, ex- 
Governor George Hoadley, of Ohio, J. Ed- 
ward Simmons and C. H. Dennison, 

Francis Wayland Glen was elected sec- 
retary; Darwin R. James, treasurer, and 
the executive committee was made up as 
follows: John Jacob Astor, Paul Dana, 
General Daniel Butterfield, Colonel Fred D. 
Grant, Walter Logan, Edwin Wardman, 
John C. McGuire, R. C. Alexander, Con- 
stant A. Andrews, Frank B, Carpenter, 
John D. Keiley and Thomas E. Stewart. 

In opening the meeting Colonel Allen read 
this cali: 

‘We, the undersigned oe of this re- 
public, anxious for the success of ail peoples 
in obtaining the civil and political liberty 
which: this nation secured more than a cen- 
tury ago and still enjoys, unite in organiz- 
ing the Cuban League of the United States 
of America. 

“The object of this league is to secure 
for Cuba by all lawful, peaceful and hon- 
orable means, the political independence 
which her patriots are now endeavoring 
by tremendous sacrifice of treasure and life 
to gain, to encourage them with. our sjm- 


' pathy and moral support and to arouse the 


whole natton to demand an end of the cam- 
paign of murder and destruction on that 
island. 

“Mindful of the help which our fathers 
received in a similar struggle we are con- 
strained by a sense of gratitude to return to 
Cuba the kindness which was so effectively 
given to us. 

“It is apparent to all thoughtful observ- 


ers that Spain has not the power to crush, 


the Cuban patriots, and, therefore, the con- 
tinuance of the cruel struggle in Cuba can 
only serve to prolong a sense of abasement 
and humilitation in the minds of all men 
who are confident that this republic has 
the power to end it, and is in honor called 
to do so for the highest good of all parties 
directly concerned,”’ 

This call was signed by all of the men 
above named. Other prominent signatures 
attached to it were General Powell Clayton, 
A. B. Hepburn, Silas B. Dutcher, General 
Cc. T. Christensen, Colonel H. L. Swords, 
Collis P. Huntington, Louls Windmuller, 
General Stewart L&. Woodford, Colonel 
William L. Brown, General Martin T. Mc- 
Mahon, Hon, Noah Davis, Warner Miller, 
General Howard Carroll, Dr, A. M. Fer- 
nandez de Ybarra, Alonzo B. Cornell and 
about fifty others. In assumimg the presi- 
dency Colomel Allen called particular at- 
tention to the heroic struggel that the Cu- 
bans had made against their mother coun- 
try, and he added that now the Spaniards 
had parted from the path of honorable 
war'and had become murderers and assas- 
sins, if the reports of General Maceo’s hor- 
rible death ‘were true. 

Colonel Allen predicted that the move- 
ment thus started would become historic. 

‘We want to influence tthe patriotism and 
honor of our people,’’ said Colonel Allen, 
“into a torch that will kindle the honest 
effort of every liberty-loving American s0 
that this horrible butchery shall cease and 
the independence of tthe island of Cuba be 
an established fact.’’

President Is Requested To Place His 
Information Before the Senate if 
Compatible—Lively Develop- 
ments Are Expected by 
Knowing Ones. 


Washington, December 14.—(Special.)— 
The friends of Cuba here do not take any 
stock in the bluff put up by General Wey- 
ler that the death of Maceo means the end 
of the revolution. This is interpreted to 
mean a desire upon the part of Spain to 
cause any action on the part of this gov- 
ernment to be deferred in the hope of 
making it believe that the war will soon be 
| over, ” 

Weyler’s statement that Maceo was prac- 
tically the revolution is taken aa a refiec- 
tion upon the Spanish general’s military 
ability, as with his 200,000 men he has been 
unable to put down a rebellion of one man, 
so to speak. The attitude of Spain over the 
death of Maceo is regarded here as a des- 
perate effort to influence congress.

‘The conflicting reports concerning the 
manner of his death hada tendency to cre- 
ate conservatism where, had there been no 
doubt as to Maceo having been assassin- 
ated, as the press. dispatches usually say 
he was, there would have been a number 
of firebrands tossed in the air by senators 
whose indignation knows no bounds in de- 
fiance of Spain and the general barbarous 
and uncivilized conduct of that country’s 
official in Cuba. 

There was no little indignation upon the 
part of many senators at the president for 
having gone away on his hunting trip when 
he knew that some action wINight be taken 
by congress. If the reports that Maceo was 
killed after betrayal by the Spanish officials 
prove true, then a fresh outbourst by the 
senate in behalf of Cuba’s freedom may be 

. looked for. 

The killing of Maceo may result in the 
greatest disaster that has so far befallen 
Spain, growing out of the Cuban revolution. 
Many Cubans here, though filled with sor- 
row at the brave man’s fate, are inclined 
to regard it as a blessing in disguise, be- 
lieving as they do that it will instill new 
ambition into the revolutionists and may be 
the means of hastening positive action by 
this government, though it may not be 
taken until after the advent of the new 
president.

The members of the senate committee

They say, in substance, that the cumps 
are well managed; that the food is ample, 
and the accommodations fair, and they ere 
emphatic in their declaration that Cole City. 
is just as good as Durham. 

“If Durham is a model, Cole City is a 
model; if Cole City is @ hell, Durham is a 
hell.” 

That is about the way these gentlemen 
put it. They have not yet completed th 
report, but it will be favorable to the C 
City management as well as to tlie Durham 
management. 

“We do not, of course, criticise the house 
report, which we have not seen, and if ‘ve 
had seen it, we would not criticise. That 
is not our provincé. We will report on the 
conditions up there just as we saw them,” 
said Senator Cook, when asked for his 
views. 

“What about the relative conditions in 
the two camps—the one as compared with 
the other?’ he was asked. 

“We could see no material difference. 
Indeed, in some respects the comparigon is 
favorable to Cole City rather than to Dur- 
ham, though we found very little to criti- 
cise at either place. We studied the situa- 
tion there with absolute thoroughness. We 
went over every foot of ground of these 
mines, over three and a quarter miles in all, 
and were down 500 feet below the surface 
of the earth. We found no inhumanity, 
and we believe that under its present man- 
agement the branch at Cole City is as 
nearly what it should be as it is reasona- 
ble to expect.” 

No Peachtree Luxuries. 

“A great many people,”” he went on to 
say, “Do not seem to realize that men who 
are sent to the penitentiary are sent there 
under sentence of hard labor, and that they 
are, as a rule, men unfit to live in any com- 
munity. They are not given feather beds 
or the luxuries of polite society. It is not 
intended that they should have these. They 
are made to work hard; that is the inten- 
tion of fhe sentence of the court. But even 
in this work they are treated with modera- 
tion. Each man is given a certain amount 
of work to do, and when he finishes, his 
day’s work is done. If he chooses to work 
longer hours he gets paid for it just like 
a free laborer does.” 

“What about the sleeping rooms at Cole 
City?” 

“They seemed to be all right. There was 
no odor there and the acc odations 
seemed reasonably good. At Durham, two 
men sleep on each bunk and the mat- 
tresses are too narrow. The lessees should 
furnish larger mattresses. At Cole City 
each man has a bunk to himself. After 
coming up out of the mines, the men go to 
a big washroom where they bathe and put 
on their night suit. They do not sleep in 
the same clothes they wear at work.”

CORNELIUS HAS A CLOT ON IS BRAIN 


Willie K. Cannot Handle the Gigantic 
Interests and a New Head Is

by Mr. Morgan.

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has crowded the 
Vanderbilts out of their place in the rail- 
Way management and the talk in New 
York is that Mr. Samuel Spencer is to suc~- 
ceed Chauncey Depew. 

That the Vanderbilts are practically out 
of it is certain. Cornelius has a blood clot 
on his brain and can barely write his name. 
William K. Vanderbilt, his brother, has not 
the business training for a great financier 
and railway manager. Mr. Morgan has 
been the family counsellor for two genera- 
tions and they confess that he has been in- 
valuable to them. The old commodore 
could take care of himself all right and the 
Drexel, Morgan Company was merely & 
‘banking house for him. Then came Wiliam 
Hi., who had his father’s ability, and he 
could attend to the great interests of the 
family, and he increased them wonderfully. $ 
But in 1885 he died suddenly while talking 
with Robert Garrett, president of the Balti- 
more and Ohio in his own home in New 
York, 

Then came the third generation and Cor- 
nelius stepped into his father’s shoes, Cor- 
nelius had been trained from the ground 
up in finance and railway management, He 
had been a clerk down at the bottom and 
had fitted himself for promotion which 
came rapidly, of course. But Cornelius is 
the last of the great Vanderbilts. George 
has his fads and spends millions in pro- 
moting them. William K., as remarked 
above, is not regarded as the man to be 
placed in charge of a great property. When 
‘his nephew insisted on marrying Miss Grace 
‘Wilson, a scene ensued between the lover 
and the father and Cornelius became so en- 
raged at his scn’s stubborness that he had 
@ stroke of paralysis and he came near 
dying. Cornelius has never recovered and 
it seems now that he never will. The pa- 
pers recently told how he was trying to 
learn how to write with his left hand so 
that he could sign checks and important 
papers. He has succeeded in learning to 
write well enough in that way to draw 
checks, but he canrot pretend to keep up 
with the earnings, expenses, improvements 
and interest charges of the Vanderbilt rail- 
roads, of which there are many. There 
must be a head and J. P. Morgan is the 
man who has stepped into the empty shoes. 
For years he has had one foot in them be- 
cause he represented millions of dollars in- 
vested by the English people in the Vander- 
bilt roads. Back in 1880 the Vanderbilts sold 
$30,000,009 of New York Central and Hudson 
river stock to the English. Mr. Morgan 
did not go on the Central’s board himself, 
but nominated Cyrus Field, who represent- 
ed his banking house. Mr. Morgan was a 
great upholder of the credit of the Van- 
derbilt properties, and he was closely iden- 
tified with the management of the system. 
More and more the Vanderbilt family re- 
lied on him, and their relations grew closer 
and closer. He had access to the books of 
the railroads and it is said that he verified 
the figures in the reports by statements 
from confidential experts who went through 
the books from time to time. 

Now that the last financier of the wealthy 
family has become incapacitated, it is ab- 
solutely to put at the head of the system 
some strong man in whom the home, as 
well as foreign, security holders will have 
confidence. Dr. Chauncey Depew is popu- 
lar, and is a valuable man to have when 
it comes ‘to diplomatic work. He is a 
great jollier and was one of the smoothest 
lobbyists that ever set foot in Albany or 
any other capitol. But he is not Mr. Mor- 
gan's sort of man for the head of the vast 
interests. Besides he bas akways been

Mr. Morgan’s house continued 
to represent the English shareholders. His 
advice in the management has been invalua- 
ble. He is a great upholder of cred't and 
his relations with other roads, and with 
the banking world make his counsel, as I 
said, invaluable, just as the Vanderbilts 
are invaluable with their knowledge of rail- 
road management. Mr. Morgan’s relation 
with the Vanderbilts and with the compa- 
ny are up to this minute precisely what 
they have been for a long time and the cor- 
dial co-operation will confinue to exist.

Company coniracted to furnish $200,000 
worth of marble which was to be used in 
the ccnstruction of St, Luke’s cathedral 
in New York, which was to cost $7,000,000. 
The marbie company failed to furnish the 
marble acccrding to contract, and Mr. 
J. Robinson, of New York, took charge of 
the quarry end advanced $206,000 in order 
to cnrry out the contract. To secure this 
morey which he advanced, Mr. Robinson 
was given a mortgage, which was foreclos- 
ed last spring after a lengthy hearing of 
the case. 

Last year Mr. Percy Adams was 4ap- 
pointed special master and Mr. Hull was 
made receiver. After a careful investi- 
gation Special Master Adams made his re- 
port to the court, allowing Mr. Robinson to 
foreclose the mortgage against the com- 
pany, giving him judgment in the sum of 
203,000 Lengthy hearings followed and 
quite a number of exceptions were filed, 
but Judge Newman confirmed the special 
master’s finding. He then appointed Mr. 
Adams master commissioner to sell the 
property> 

The sale of the property occurred August 
4th, last year, and the property was bid in 
iby Mr. Rovinson for $125,000. When the 
sale was confirmed Judge Newman author- 
ized Special Master Adams to make a deed 
‘to a New York syndicate, the nominees of 
Mr. Robinson. This syndicate, which is 
composed of wealthy and influential. New 
York gentlemen, has already invested $300,- 
000 in the quarry, which is located in Pick- 
ens county, and the marble industry of 
the state will be given a great impetus by 
the syndicate. 

In the decree which was.granted yester- 
day.by Judge Newman, the following dis- 
tribution, of funds was directed: Attorneys 
Brandon and Arkwright, fepresenting the 
receiver, $7,500; special master’s ‘services, 
$3,000, and receiver’s services, $1,000. 

Property Is Very Valuable. 

The property formerly owned by the 
Piedmont Marble Company is situated near 
Tate, in Pickens county, and the land is 
teeming with marble in unlimited quan- 
tities. Located on the property is a mill 
that cost it owners $50,000, and in addition 
to this there are a number of other build- 
ings, including a hotel. 

At the head of the New York syndicate is 
Mr. E. de Forrest Simmons, while the other 
gentlemen interested are men of experi- 
ence. 

Many improvements are being projected 
and the latest and best machinery will be 
placed at the quarry. The marble will be 
quarried in vast amounts and the promoters 
think there will be no difficulty in dispos- 
ing of the entirg output of the quarry.

TO SELL THE STATE’S ROAD. 


HOUSE PASSES BILL AUTHORIZ- 
ING SALE OF NORTHEASTERN. 


The Bill Was Amended, and Now 
Meets the Approval of All 
the Members. 


. At the session of the house last night the 
amended bill to authorize the governor to 
advertise for sale the Northeastern raill- 
road at a price not to be less than $287,000, 
was taken up and read the third time and 
passed. The bill provides that the purchas- 
ers shall pay $50,000 cash and the balance 
in five years of equal annual payments. 
The deferred payments bear interest at the 
rate of 3% per cent. 

The bill provides for the sale of the prop- 
erty of the railroad, the governor giving 
notice of such sale by advertising the same 
in four different newspapers. Each bidder 
shall deposit $10,000 as a guarantee of good 
faith, the same to go to the state if the 
purchaser fails to make the first pay- 
ment as required by law. The purchas- 
ers shall have the right ‘to pay any or all 
of the deferred payments semi-annually. 
The governor is authorized to deed the 
property to the purchasers when all the 
payments and terms have been complied 
| with. When the property is sold it shall 
become subject to taxes. 

The bill was unanimously passed.

FIGHT FOR AUGUSTA’S STREETS. 


Raflroad Wishes Right-of-Way in 
A 

A very interesting session of the corpora- 
tions committee of the senate was held yes- 
terday afternoon. The body had before it 
for consideration the bill touching the use 
of the streets of Augusta by. the railroads. 
Several éxicting tilts occurred in debate. 

The first address made was by Mayor 
Young, who urged the passage of the bill, 
authorizing the city of Augusta, through 
its council, to sell the right to build rail- 
roads on any or all of its streets. 

Hon. Boykin Wright appeared in oppo- 
sition to the bill. He appeared as counsel 
for the Augusta and Summerville railroad, 
He showed that the title to the strdééts of 
Augusta, unlike those of some other cities, 
was in the state of Georgia; that hereto- 
fore it had always been the practice to re- 
quire railroads to come before the legislat- 
ure and ask for the right to build on the 
stréets of the city; that the courts have de- 
cided that a city had no right to grant such 
authority without express legislative per- 
mission. He argued that there was no 
railroad entering the city of Augusta that 
could not avail itself of the act of 1892 and 
thus get the power to deal with the city, 
and that the effect of the special law which 
the city council asked, by urging the pas- 
sage of this bill, was to benefit these for- 
eign corporations which had refused to sub- 
mit themselves to the incorporation laws 
of Georgia. Attention was also called to 
the fact that, if the bill should pass, it 
would allow the council to grant the right 
to use any street, whether now a residence 
street or not, without asking the consent 
of the persons living on such street. Attor- 
ney Carroll appeared for the city of Au- 
gusta and replied to Mr. Wright, and there 
was considerable hot sparring between these 
two gentlemen.

the Cubans and their cause. 

When the ignorant Modocs assassinat- 
ed General Canby in the lava beds, the 
people were shocked; but the indigna- 
tion they felt was modified 
by _—itthe fact that the Mo- 
docs were simply savages in whdse 
code of cruelty assassination held first 
place. But the pretentions of the Span- 
ish and the fact that they claim to be 
highly civilized, places the crime they 
have committed in the assassination of 
Maceo and his staff on a level with the

even by the savages. For savagery can 
conceive of no greater crime than this— 
the luring of a brave opponent into an 
ambush occupied by assassins. 

This foul crime, which shocks civili- 


*ztion and consigns the name of Spain to 


a still lower depth of infamy, was com- 
mitted with the full consent and co-op- 
eration of the general of the Spanish 
army and under the auspices of a man 
who wears the title of “marquis.” It is 
a crime so disgraceful and dishonorable 
that it ought at once to arouse the peo- 
ple of the United States to action. It 
is impossible, in the nature of things, 
that this people shall tolerate the occu- | 
pation of an island within the shadow 
of the republic by a government which 
promotes and commits so cowardly and 
bloody a crime. 

All over the country the people are 
arousing themselves. Public meetings 
are being held and petitions are going 
up to congress demanding that this gov- 
ernment interfere at once to make such 
dastardly deeds impossible in Cuba here- 
after. As the country feels, so Atlanta 
feels. Our citizens, sensitive to the emo- 
tions that such crimes arouse, and feel- 
ing a deep and an abiding sympathy for 
the struggling Cubans, propose to hold 
a public meeting in order to give form 
and shape to their protests against the 
foul crime of the Spaniards and /to give 
their sympathy for the Cuban cause 
formal and forcible expression. 

The movement in favor of this meet- 
ing has had no formal promotion in 
the public press, but is spontaneous and 
sincere, representing as it does the 
feelings of our citizens. The result of 
this movement will be a monster mass 
meeting, which will be addressed by 
some of our most distinguished speak- 
ers, and at which the people of Atlanta 
will have an opportunity to protest 
against the cowardly assassination of 
Antonio Maceo and his staff, and to 
urge congress to put an end to the op- 
portunity that the Spaniards now have 
of duplicating this foul crime against 
humanity and civilization. 

Already mass meetings have been 
held in other cities, and that which is 
to take place in iAtlanfa is merely the 
result of a feeling common to all men 
who believe in’ self-government, and 
who detest all forms of monarchy. 
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Our Southern Resources. 

In the Current issue of Chicago and 
the South, a monthly publication which 
has recenthy come to the front, appears 
a timely article from the pen of Mr. 
Dion Geraldine on the resources of this 
section. 

Mr. Geraldine is one of fhe leading 
civil engineers of the country, and his 
article is the fruit of thorough scientific 
investigation.

Still further pursuing this phase of th 
subject, Mr. Geraldine states that the 
average northern man labors under the 
delusion that he is an object of hatred 
to the people of the south, and for that 
reason he has taken little pains to in- 
quire into the resources of this section. 
Since ridding his own mind of these 
ideas,,the writer declares that his ob- 
ject now is to bring others to the same 
conclusion which he himself has 
reached and to further in every way 
possible the éause of a more complete 
understanding between the estranged 
sections of the union. 

In glowing terms the writer lingers 
upon the charm of southern hospitality 
and émphasizes the cordial treatment 
which he had received in this section. 
With regard to the negro he states that 
no barriers whatever are thrown in his 
way by the people of the south, and 
that absolutely no friction exists be- 
tween the races. 

While the negro is not admitted into 
hotels and restaurants on.a level with 
the white man, the writer observes that 
he is even more kindly treated in the 
south than in the north. 

From this topic Mr. Geraldine glides 
into a discussion of the climafe and re- 
sources of the south, and closes with 
the statement that southern people, so 
far from entertaining a feeling of hos- 
tility toward their brethren of the north, 
cordially invite them to come south and 
partake of the bounty which nature has 
lavished upon this region. 


The American Bicycle.) 

One of our most popular foreign ex- 
ports is the bicycle. Within the last 
few years our bicycle trade has assumed 
phenomenal proportions, and so wide- 
spread has become the demand for this 
unique product of American skill that 
almost every country on the globe is 
included among our patrons. 

While this constantly increasing de- 
mand for the American bicycle is a dis- 
tinct recognition of its superior quality, 
it is also a source of national profit. To 
show the extent of our bicycle Grade it 
is sufficient to cite the figures for the 
month of September. 

During that month the total value of 
our bicycle exports, including also bi- ; 
cycle supplies, reached the handsome ag- 
gregate of $302,832. This sum was dl- 
vided between the various countries of 
the world, as follows: England $106,- 
714, Canada $12,822, Australia $83,342, 
France $4,107, Mexico $3,821, Porto 
Rico $566, San Domingo $193, Brazil 
$1,804, Colombia $3,988, China $1,557, 
Africa $8,785, seattering $24,834. 
Taking a less restricted view of the 
trade than the one furnished by the fig- 
ures for September, the following ta- 
ble shows the value of our bicycle ex- 
ports for the first nine months of the 
present year:

Summing up the above columns of fig- 
ures it will be observed that the total 
value of bicycle supplies exported to 
the various countries named is no less 
than $3,155,657 for the first nine months 
of the year. This is a monthly average 
of $350,000, which is quite a handsome 
showing. Using this average as a basis 
for calculating the year’s record, our 
exports for-the twelve months ending 
December 31, 1896, will be somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $4,250,000. 

Since foreign ¢ountries have discov- 
ered such a marked degree of excel- 
lence in the quality of our bicycle there 
is no reason why they should not ex- 
tend their trade to other American pro- 
ducts. With the exception of the 
bicycle, which has come to the front in 
recent years, our foreign trade is not 
what it should be. There is urgent 
need of legislation along the line of 
making our market more attractive to 
foreign purchases. No country on the 
globe has taken faster industrial strides 
during the last quarter of a century 
than the United States, and with equal 
confidence it may be said that no coun. 
try is better able to supply the world’s 
industrial needs. 
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The Real Agitators. 

The New York Herald and other news- 
papers that supported Mr. McKinley 
are now crying out: and protesting 
against tariff agitation and tariff legis- 
lation. 

It is very queer in some respects, and 
in all respects surprising. The very 
journals that are protesting against agi- 
tation are the only ones that are keep- 
ing up agitation.

We have not the elightest con- 
fidence that it will prove to be bene- 
ficial even in the smallest degree, Rnt 
that is not the question. A high tariff 
and the gold standard constitute the re- 
publican programme, That programme 
was indorsed by the people, and it 
should be carried out in accordance with 
the people’s desires. ‘Not only that, it 
should be carried out as promptly as 
possible. 

The only objection, therefore, that 
can be found to an extra session lies in 
the fact that it is an unnecessary post- 
ponement of the matter.

We admit at once that the situation is 
very embarrassing to the republicans, 
They are now facing a problem which 
they have never faced before—the lay- 
ing of a high tariff under‘a gold stand- 
ard pure and simple and a contracting 
currency; and yet it is a problem which 
they must solve very promptly or the 
means of solving it will be taken out 
of their hands.

A Family Census. 

Within the last few months a census 
has been taken in the state of Massa- 
chusetts which shows not only the pop- 
ulation of thé state for the current year, 
but also the number of families residing 
within the borders of the common- 
wealth. 

On account of the unique character of 
this census it is interesting to inquire 
into its details. The total population of 
the state, according to the returns, is 
2,500,183, while the number of families 
It was further as- 
certained by the census takers that the 
number of occwpied dwelling rooms in 
the state was 3,568,385, which allows 
something over six rooms to each fam- 
ily. The density of population in the 
state is emphasized by the fact that, 
with an area of 8,040 square miles, or 
one-seventh the area of this state, Mas- 
sachusetts sustains a greater number 
of inhabitants than Georgia. Indeed, 
the state is so thickly settled that it 
averages 241 people to the square mile. 

In order to take such a complete and 
exhaustive census the state has been put 
to a very great expense, and a compe- 
tent force of men has been employed for 
several months. It is by far the most 
satisfactory census which has ever been 
taken in the state, and regardless of 
the heavy cost entailed, it is likely that 
other states will follow the example of 
Massachus?tte. 

Education for Criminals. 

Since the present century began the 
penitentiaries of the civilized world 
have undergone a radical transforma- 
tion. 

Instead of being dens of idleness, as 
in the time of General Oglethorpe and 
John Howard, the various prisons of 
Europe and America, have been con- 
verted into places of discipline and la- 
bor. Formerly the object of prisons 
and penitentiaries was to punish; but 
today the object of these grim institu- 
tions of justice is not only to punish but 
to reform. 

With this latter object in view a 
school thas recently been organized in 
the Tombs of New York city. which bids 
fair to become a permanent institution. 
The New York Tribune is warm in its 
indorsement of this educational reform, 
and speaks of it as one of the most be- 
neficent and far-reaching movements 
which have been started in the metropo- 
lis for years. 

When the fact 1s remembered that 
hundreds of young waifs are incarcerat. 
ed in the Tombs each week, the good 
effects of such a school can be readily 
imagined, and there is no doubt but 
what it will prove a eplendid buccess.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 
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A recent article published in The New 
York Journal shows that Puropean cities 
have progressed more rapidly within the 
last few years than American cities. In 1870 
New York had 150,000 more people than 
Berlin; in 1880, however, Berlin secured the 
lead and has since retained it. Since 1870 
the growth of the German capital has been 
even greater that that of Chicago. As com- 
pared with Philadelphia the difference is 
still more decided. Thirty years ago Phil- 
adelphia. was larger than Berlin. Since 
that time, however, Berlin has acquired 
1,000,000 souls, while Philadelphia has only 
increased 500,000. Hamburg is another Eu- 
ropean city which has displayed a wonder- 
ful growth. In 1875 Hamburg had %3,000 
people and Boston 342,000. Fifteen years 
later Hamburg’s population had increased 
to 569,000, while that of Boston had increas- 
ed to only 448,000.The Journal goes on to 
cite the growth of other European cities, 
such as Leipaic, Breslau, Cologne and 
Dresden, and makes a very interesting 
comparison with American cities of corre- 
sponding size. 


“The science of arithmetic is attributed 
by some to the Egyptians,” says The St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, “by others to the 
Chaldeans, and by others again to the 
Chinese. From an early date, probably 1,000 
years before Christ, the swanpan, or abac- 
us, was in use in China for performing 
arithmetical computations.

One of the earliest Ameri- 
can arithmetics was a work called ‘Arith- 
meéetic—Vulgar and Decimal,’ published at 
Boston in 1724.” ,

The sci- 
ence was introduced into America by John 
Greenwood, who established himself in 
New York city in 1788. In 1890 he carved a 
set of ivory teeth for General Washington.

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Falten’s Special County Scheel Measure 
To Be Voted om Tomorrow. 
TWO-THIRDS VOTE REQUIRED 


Citizens of Atlanta and East Point 
Will Have No Voice in Matter, 


MUCH OPPOSITION HAS BEEN MANIFESTED 


Tomorraw the citizens of Fulton county 
living outside of the corporate limits of 
the city of Atlanta and Bast Point will 
vote upon the ratification of the special 
echool bill that was passed by the recent 
legislature for the purpose of affording a 
system of public schools to the county. 

By the terms of the bill only those citi- 
zens living in the country districts where 
there is no public school system will be 
allowed to participate in the vote, and in 
order that the proposed bill becomes a law 
it must be ratified by at least two-thirds of 
the registered voters, 

Fulton county now receives the sum of 
$12,000 annually from the state, which is 
applied to the system of schools now in 
operation. The special bill provides for 
the passing of $9,000 in addition to this 
amount, which would make $21,000 the coun- 
ty would ‘then receive, and under the gcen- 
eral state law an additional $4,000 would be 
secured, , 

To raise the sum of $9,000 per annum 
would cost the citizens of the county the 
sum of $1.50 on each $1,000 worth of prop- 
erty, and & is on account of the increase 
in taxation that has caused the opposition 
to the passage of the special bill. 

The $4,000 that is to be received by the 
county under the general state law will 
not be paid until 1898, while the $9,000 that 
is to be raised by the proposed special bill 
will be received next year. 

County School Commissioner Guinn has 
been conducting a campaign throughout 
the county in the interest of the measure, 
and he states that he has met with much 
success among the country people, who 
are especially anxious that the additional 
amount be expended in the improvement 
of the schools of the county. The money 
would be used in lengthening the school 
session from the present five months to 
eight months and better teachers and bet- 
ter s@hoolhouses would be secured, he 
says, making the system in the county as 
beneficial as the public school system in 
the city now is. 

Commissioner Guinn says the country 
children are not receiving the benefit from 
the schools that they should on account of 
the lack of money, which has handicapped 
the teachers to a great extent. At pres- 
ent there are about, thirty schools in F ul- 
ton county outside of Atlanta and East 
Point, and the sechoolhouses would be 
greatly improved provided the necessary 
sum of money could be secured. 

May Oppose the Measure. 

{it te-said that the agitation of the raise 
in county taxes causes dissatisfaction 
among the country people, who are now 
paying every dollar they can afford to 
the treasury of the state and county. 

“While I favor good schools,” said a 
gentleman yesterday, “I must say I am 
opposed to the especial tax that would be 
levied in the event the county echool Dill 
should pass. We are paying too much in 
taxes annually, and I am in favor of a 
bill that woukl cut down the figures in- 
stead of raising them.” 

Commissioner Guinn has worked faith- 
fully for the passage of the special bill, 
and he has delivered addresses in nearly 
every county precinct, asking the country 
people to vote for better schools. 
““Where I have had an opportunity to 
explain the question,” says he, “I have 
found that the people are in favor of the 
dill. If the measure should be defea:ed 
it would be solely because the voters do 
not understand the situation and have 
not been given the proper interpretation 
of the full meaning of the measure. The 
county board of education has carefully 
studied the situation and we are a unit 
in favor of the passage of the bill. It is 
the logical solution of the problem and is 
the right step in the right direction. 

What Commissioner Guinn Says. 

“Our campaign will close tonight, and 
tomorrow the people of the rural districts 
will cast their ballots either for or against 
the approval of the act. It is necessary 
before the bill becomes a law that two- 
thirds of the registered voters of the coun- 
ty.shall cast their ballots in favor of it. 
We are hopeful, however, that the people 
will recognize the great advantage in pass- 
ing this measure and give it their support. 

“We have been opposed by a few gen- 
tlemen who live in the city and who own 
certain properties in the county. The orly 
ground upon which they oppose the Dill 
in reality is that it will force them to pay 
& small amount more in taxes. Some of 
these. gentlemen have been exceedingly 
unfair in their presentation of tle ques- 
tion to# the voters of the county. At 
nearly all of my appointments in the coun- 
try I have been forced to consume more 
or less time in answering the grossest 
misrepresentations concerning the act and 
its’ operation. These misrepresentations 
m&y temporarily serve the-purpose of the 
gentlemen who circulate them, but sooner 


_ or later all the facts will be known to the 


people, and when the full truth is known, 
and when all the people understand thor- 
oughly what this bill proposes to do for 
them. I have no fears as to its receiving 
the necessary two-thirds vote. The bill 
creates a board of education and gives it 
the authority to provide schoolhouses and 
supply teachers. It requires that the 
Public school term shall in no case be 
less than six months nor more than nine 
months. Heretofore our public svchcols 
have been run for five months in the year. 

“Aside from the fact that the children 
cannot be properly instructed in five 
‘months in the year, it ts further true that 
it is almost impossible to secure good 
teachers and give them employment for 
only that length of time. 

“With the present school fund it is sim- 
ay impossible to have a good school sys- 

em, . 

“Since the bill which we propose will 
Tequire a local tax not to exceed one-fourth 
of 1 per cent, for the time being, our board 
believes that $1.50 per $1,000 will meet 
all the necessities of the case. If, on the 

Other hand, our people are not s:tisfied 
with the school system they now have, 
and further fully recognize that they can 
never give their children the best educa- 
tional advantages under the present ar- 
rangement, and if their interest fn this 
matter continues to grow as it has for 
the past few months, why it 1s simply a 
Matter of time when they will vote this 
local levy. 

“To operate in Georgia a public school 
System—one that will place within _ the 
Teach of every child in the state a kood 
common school—will require a fund of at 
least $3,000,000.

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Merchants’ Bank Will Make Its Pirst 
Paymont This Morning, 

WILL PAY THIRTY PER CENT 

The Bank Will Open at Nine O'clock 


This Morning with More Than 
$100,000 on Deposit. 


The docrs of the Merchants’ bank, which 
have been closed to its customers since 
October 16th, will swing open this morning 
at 9 o’clock and begin the liquidation of its 
indebtedness by the payment of 30 per cent 
upon all claims that are presented by par- 
ties who have accounts in the bank and 
who kave not brovght sult against the in- 
stitution, 

Yesterday morning Judge Lumpkin signed 
the application made by the receivers of the 
bank, asking for authority to make the 
first payment on the basis of 3% per cent, 
with the authority to issue receivers’ cer- 
tificates for the remaining payments, which 
are to bear 4 per cent interest from the 
day the bank made its assignment. 

This morning the bank will have the 
appearance of former days when it was 
in operaticn and a busy clerical force will 
be at the little barred windows, at which 
the depositors will present their pass- 
books and throvgh which they will be 
paid one-third of their amounts which were 
in the bank when it suspended. 

Although the payments will be made 
this morning, it is not necessary for the 
depositors to have their claims cashed to- 
day, as the payment of this first assess- 
ment will contince urtil all depositors have 
received the amounts due them It will 
probably require several days before all 
have been paid, and your account will be 
just as good next week as it is this morn- 
ing, if it is not convenient for you to call 
at the bank today. Many of the depositors 
were under the impression yesterday that 
the payment would be made only today. 

In order to meet the first payment of 30 
per cent it was necessary that the bank 
have more than $100,000 in cash on hand. 
This amount has been collected and when 
the receivers closed the bank doors last 
night the bank had on deposit about $110,000 
—one-third of its HMabilities. 

When the bank assigned its liabilities were 
about $375,000, and its ability to pay 30 per 
cent of its indebtedness shows that one- 
third of its NMabilities have been collected 
and is now on deposit. 


The Scheme Has Been Successful. 

When the bank made its assignment, 
there were many reports in circulation 
throughout the city to the effect that the 
depositors would lose heavily, and many 
accounts are said to have been sold at 
about 25 cents on the dollar. 

As soon as the receivers were appointed 
and the announcement was made that a 
plan had been proposed by which the 
indebtedness could be liquidated, the de- 
positors became satisfied and refused to 
eell their accounts for less than their face 
value, 

“Of course it is a pleasure for us to an- 
nounce that we have succeeded admirably 
so far with our plan,” said Receiver J. G. 
Oglesby, yesterday. ‘‘The fact that we are 
able to make a payment of 30 per cent 
within two months after the doors closed 
shows on its face that we have met with 
success.’’ 

Nearly all of the creditors who brought 
action against the bank have withdrawn 
their suits. The Capital City bank has 
withdrawn its suit on the conditions that 
all other suits now pending be withdrawn. 
All Atlanta creditors have withdrawn. their 
suits and there are but few that are now 
pending against the bank. Two or three 
New York banks have not withdrawn their 
suits, but it is thought these will be with- 
drawn today or tomorrow. The outlook is 
exceedingly bright and encouraging and the 
receivers are confident that the bank will 
pay dollar for dollar for all of its ac- 
counts. 


Certificates Will Be Issued. 

This morning the receivers will issue cer- 
tificates for the amounts due creditors 
which is not paid in cash, the certificates 
to bear interest at the rate of 4 per cent 
per annum, dating back to the day the 
bank cloged. There has been already ac- 
crued two months’ interest on these certif- 
icates, which will be gained by the de- 
positors. 

The receiver’s certificates will be ample 
security, it is said, for the payment of the 
remainder, and those of the depositors who 
need all of their money will doubtless bea 
able to have their certificates discounted 
at small cost. 

The bank will open promptly at 9 o’clock 
this morning and will do business at the 
regular hours, closing at 2 o’clock. These 
hours will be adhered to until all creditors 
have been paid, and there will be no indi- 
cations about the bank that would suggest 
that it was not in a prosperous condition 
instead of being in the hands, of a re- 
ceiver. 
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by means of a general school tax. Since 
the year 1890 our state school fund has 
been more than doubled. With such rapid 
advances as this it will not be iong urtil 
the $3,000,000 required is reached. Georgia 
is growing educationally. The people of 
the state are determined to have better 
schools, and it is certain, ,sooner or later, 
that they will have them. It is right that 
they. should have them. For one I shall 
be glad to see the nécessary school fund, 
whether it be raised by local tax or by 
general tax. I contend, however, for lo- 
cal tax; not simply for the reason that it 
distributes properly the burdens of texa- 
tion; not simply because it is a matter of 
justice that each county should provide 
for the education of its own children, but 
for the further reason that where a local 
tax is levied the people feel more directly 
the burden, and consequently take greater 
interest in how the funds are applied and 
what the schools are accomplishing. A 
greater interest in the schools and in 
education by the people is just as much 
needed as a@ larger school fund, and any- 
thing that will create and deepen this 
interest will have a most wholesome in- 
fluence on educational matters in our 
state. Good schoolhouses and good teach- 
ers, without the public sentiment to cuuse 
the people to put their children in these 
schools, is but half of the battle. That 
the fund necessary to maintain a gvod pub- 
lic school system in our state will be 
raised in one way or another cunnot be 
doubted by the individual who observes 
int-ligently the trend of public school sen- 
timecst. Unless we raise this fund by lo- 
cal taxation it will be done by a general 
tax. Let us see how a $3,000,000 school 
fund by general taxation would effect the 
taxpayers of Fulton county—and I sub- 
mit that until we have shown by our votes 
that we do favor local tax it will come 
with poor grace from our representatives 
in the legislature to advocate local taxa- 
tion as against general taxation. The 
force of every argument we make in favor 
of local tax is worse than lost if we do 
not practice what we preach.”

Thursday morning the woman's depart- 
ment of the Marietta street mission will 
meet in the mission house for the purpose 
of making preparation for the celebration 
of Christmas among the poorer classes. 

Friday and Saturday the firm of Douglas, 
Thomas & Davison has agreed to donate 
to this feature of the mission 10 per cent 
of all sales made on those two days in the 
notions departmen With the proceeds 
from this sale and fhe donations expected 
from various sources it is hoped by those 
who have the work in charge that by the 
first of the year all departments of the 
mission will be well supplied with every- 


thing necessary. 

During the last few weeks the scope of 
the nwwork done by the Marietta street mis- 
sion, formerly known as the Barclay mis- 
sion, has broadened to an almost incredible 
extent, Departments of mission work 
which were before rather neglected have 
been taken up by a number of enthusiastic 
ladies with earnest ardor, and their tire- 
less efforts have established one of the 
most notable institutions in Atlanta, and 
what will be known as an institution more 
far-reaching in its effects than any other 
similar organizaition in the south. 

To those who have interested themselves 
in the history of the mission the develop- 
ments in its career have been more than 
marvelous. Beginning with nothing, hold- 
ing its first service in a box car, the or- 
ganization thas prospered year by year 
until it has taken a firm foothold upon the 
locality in which it is situated, and its ef- 
fects are conspicuous not only in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the mission, but in re- 
mgter secfions of the city. 

Made a Sudden Spurt. 

Probably the most rapid stride made by 
the mission has been accomplished during 
the last few weeks. From its temporary 
quarters, where it took shelter after the 
falling of the building in which services 
ha@ been held for several years, the mis- 
sion was moved about five weeks ago to 
the old Chisolm house, 191 Marietta street. 
Since then the opportunity for work and 
the demands made upon those at the head 
of the mission have been in inverse ratio 
to the capacity to sipply wants with the 
limited material on hand. 

Important branches of the work have 
been increased and accentuated until all 
funds on hand and all donations recently 
received have been exhausted. In addi- 
tion to the regular Sunday school work 
every Sabbath morning, the temperance 
school in the afternoon and services at 
night, other departments have been crowd- 
ed. The rescue work has been establish- 
ed on a new line; the sewing circle, which 
looks out for the clothing of the very poor, 
has increased in membership; a nucleus 
to a good library has been made; @ plan 
for having night school for factory girls 
after the ist of January has been con- 
summated, and a day nursery has been 
established in connection with the mis- 
sion. 

This is probably the most interesting 
plidase of the work and has been carried on 
under the supervision of the woman’s de- 
partment. The officers of this organiza- 
tion are as follows: 

President, Mrs. Frank R. Logan; vice 
president, Mrs. Preston J. Arkwright; sec- 
retary, Mrs. Dr. Jarnigjan; treasurer, Miss 
Sue Oliver. 

MNhis organization was formerly known 
as the Barclay Sewing Circle. It has de- 
woted its ‘time to furnishing the new 
house, which is a large structure, with 
commodious rooms. When the mission 
was first moved from its old quarters 
there was nothing with which to furnish 
the new abode, except a few chairs and 
other pieces of furniture, which were used 
formerly in the assembly room. Since 
then, by the combined efforts of those who 
were members of the woman’s depart- 
ment, the house has been fitted up for 
occupancy, but there is yet @ deplorable 
lack of everything in the way of house- 
hold goods, and it is to secure these that 
the women are putting forth their strong- 


est appeals. 
Scene in the Day Nursery. 

The day nursery is a new department of 
the organization. It has for its object the 
care of children of working people. While 
the mother is at work earning funds for 
support, the mission takes care of her baby, 
and gives it careful attention during the 
day. 

The little room in the rear of the hall was 
filled with infants yesterday morning. 
Children were scampering about the room, 
laughing, crying, yelling, and in their 
midst a sweet-faced woman with maternal 
manner moved. 

‘That is Miss Porter,” explained Mrs. Lo- 
gan who had stopped in the mission to 
bring some recent donation. 

“She is a rare woman for the work,” she 
continued, “and can take care of forty ba- 
bies at one time.” 

Miss Porter was slicing bread on a di- 
minutive table about which was clustered 
a bevy of babies like nestlings waiting to 
be fed by the mother bird. 

“You see,” explained the matron, “that 
child over there in the crib cost its moth- 
er 25 cents a day to be cared for before we 
took it. The poor woman makes only (0 
cents a day over there in the factory. She 
comes by every morning at 6 o'clock and 
leaves the baby. We take care of it all 
day. 

‘And those three small children over 
there,” she continued, pointing to a trio of 
flaxen thhaired infants, ‘“‘tueir mother was 
in a deplorable condition. She had scarcely 
anything to eat and her husband was an 
invalid, unable to work. He had previous 
to an accident made $2 a day. We take the 
children, and the mother is able to earn 
enough to keep her family in food,”’ 

Just then one of the children mashed its 
finger and set up a lugubrious yell. Miss 
Porter soothed its sorrow and continued to 
slice bread. 

“See that Nttle fellow over there,” she 
said, pointing to a bright looking boy of 
seven. His mother brought him here and 
he was tOo dirty tolook upon. We gave him 
a bountiful dose of soap and water, had his 
hair cut and put new clothes on him. When 
his» mother caroae that evening she did not 
recognize him, an@ could scarcely believe 
it was her boy.” 

It is work such as this that the woman’s 
department of the mission has been doing.

He paid the price and for it 
sold his liberty and almost his life, for 
while on his way home he was discovered, 
arrested and thrown into prison, Where 
freedom is a luxury justice is seldom 
meted to the poor, and Joseph Mitkowski 
was judged by the court to be a dangerous 
member of society for having in his pos- 
session this little book, purchased at an 
old news stand. He was sentenced to 
pass the remainder of his days.in the 
mines of Russia’s snow~bound prison, and 
for eight long, torturous months the pris- 
oner ‘was marched across the country to 
the dreadful place of his incarceration.

A bill to allow pensions to widows of 
confederate soldiers who have died since 
the passage of the confederate widows’ 
pension act, was passed. 

A bill to levy and collect a special tax 
amounting to $100,000 to be used in retir- 
ing state bonds was passed. 

The bill to appropriate $35,000 to pay for 
the printing of the new code was passed. 

A bill to reimburse the code codifiers for 
expenses incurred by them was also 
passed. : 

The morning session of the house began 
at 9 o'clock and lasted until 1:30 o’clock. 

Portrait of Colonel Hardeman. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, offered the follow-

The bill provides that all pleas to the 
jurisdiction shall be filed separately from 
other pleas and shall be triable by special 
jury at the first terms cf the court to 
which said case is returnable. 


$35,000 for Printing New Code. 
The bill by Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, to 
appropriate $35,000 for the printing of the 
code of 1895 was taken up and the house 
went into committee of the whole to con- 
sider the same. Speaker Pro Tem. Johnson, 
of Hall, designated Mr. Reid, of Bibb, as 
chairman of the committee of the whole. 
The bill was ordered reported favorably 
by the committee, on motion of Mr. Slaton, 
of Fulton, and the bill was then read the 
third time and put upon its passage. The 
Troll was called and the bill passed. 

The bill by Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, to 
make clear and define the meaning of an 
act to allow pensions to certain confeder- 
ate widows by allowing widows of soldiers 
who have died since the passage of the 
widows’ pension act, to be paid pensions 
under the act mentioned, was taken up 
read the third time and passed. 

The joint resolution by Mr. Hardeman, 
of Newton, to appropriate $6,000 to supply 
a deficit in the contingent fund and the 
public building fund, was read the third 
time and passed, by substitute of Mr. 
Little, of Muscogee, making the appropria- 
tion $3,000 for the public building fund 
only. It was passed. 

The next bill taken up was by Mr. Boyn- 
ton, of Spalding, to appropriate $2,750 to 
reimburse Hons. J. R. Lamar and Clifford 
L. Anderson, commissioners to codify the 
laws of Georgia, for expenses incurred in 
the. performance of their duties under the 
law craating said commission. The Dill 
Was passed. 

The anti-trust bill was faken up in the 
house of representatives yesterday morn- 
ing. The bill was discussed a short time 
and postponed until this morning in order 
that it might be printed for information 
of the members. 

The bill is a sweeping anti-trust measure 
and it is designed to break up certain 
combinations and agreements alleged to 
be in existence, which tend to lessen pro- 
duction and free competition in the manu- 
facture and sale of commercial products. 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, is the author of 
the bill and he proposes to put the mem- 
bers of the house on record on the impor- 
tant question, 

Some opposition arose to the bill yester- 
day and it is probable that but for the 
postponement the matter would have 
brought out an extended and interesting 
debate on the subject of trusts and the 
évil thereof. The bill is designed to de- 
feat the practice of certain state and for- 
eign manufacturers in forcing their cus- 
tomers to agree to sell certain goods at not 
less than a certain price, thereby defeating 
free campetition and creating .a trust 
which tends to crush out open lines of 
business and which raises prices to the 
injury of the consumers of the state. 

Mr, Calvin stated that he had given the 
Matter much thought and investigation and 
~lat the time has come when the state 
Must put itself squarely on record as 
favoring the fostering of such combinations, 
by permitting them to exist, or by enacting 
a straight anti-trust law and running the 
illegal ccmbinations out of business in the 
State of Georgia. The bill was considered 
by the committee on corporations, Mr. 
Fletcher Johnson, of Hall county, chair- 
man, and reported favorably from that 
committee. 


What the Anti-Fruit Bill Is.

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House Adopts’ Rule That Ne More Kew 
Measures Can Be Offered. 


STEERING COMMITTEES REPORT 


Several Other Important Bills Intro- 
duced—Yesterday Last Day of 
This Session for New Bills. 


No more new bills can be introduced in 
the house of representatives during the 
present session except by unanimous con- 
sent. The house has adopted a report of 
the steering committee appointed last week 
which creates a rule that after yesterday 
no bills shall be introduced. 

The steering committee controls the busi- 
ness before the house and its recommenda- 
tions have been adopted and respected 
without exception. The commmittee was 
appointed with the view of clearing the 
calendars of business which should be en- 
acted at this session, by the committée ex- 
amining and selecting from the bills pend- 
ing those .which require early action by 
the general assembly. Measures of that 
class are being acted on daily under the 
steering committee rule and it is probable 
that few general bills will be acted on which 
are apt to provoke discussion in the house. 

When the héuse got down to business yes- 
terduy morning the roll of counties was 
called for the introduction of new matter 
and Speaker Jenkins announced that the 
rol would not be called again during the 
present session, notifying members to send 
forward any new measure which they in- 
tend to be introduced at this session. A 
few bills were offered on the call. 

er General Is Wanted. 

Mr. Boifeuillet. of Bibb, sent to the clerk’s 
desk a bill ta create the office of brigadier 
general of the-state military force. The 
bill will be a matter of special interest 
among the soldiers. The title of the bill 
follows: 

“By Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb—A bill to 
create the office of brigadier general of the 
military forces of the state; to define the 
powers and prescribe the duties of such 
office, and to provide for the appointment 
of a staff for such officers.”’ 

The bill enacts— 

“That the governor shall commission the 
senior colonel of the Georgia state troops 
as brigadier general, said commission to 
issue to said officer as to the term of his 
office as cOmmissions are now issued to the 
military officers of this state. The staff 
officers are to be: One adjutant, one quar- 
termaster, one commissary, one paymaster, 
one surgeon, all to be commissioned with 
the rank of colonel, and the brigadier gen- 
eral may appoint as members of his staff 
three aids, one assistant surgeon, one as- 
sistant quartermaster and one assistant 
commissary, with ‘tthe rank of captain, ex- 
cept the assistant surgeon, whose rank shall 
be that of major. The act does not apply 
to military officers now or who may be on 
the retired list as to the office of brigadier 
generayl,”’

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LOBBYISTS ARE A NUISANCE 


So Say Many Members of the House 
Who Ought To Know. 


MR. BURWELL OFFERS A RESOLUTION 


Calls Attention to Provisions of Con- 
stitution and Statutes Making 
Lobbying a Crime. 


There has been great complaint among 
the members of the present general assem- 
bly that lobbyists have interfered with the 
transaction of the public business, Persons 
have button-holed the members for one 
bill and another and some of the legislators 
are known to have been approached many 
times daily by lobbyists working for some 
pet measure. 

During the consideration of several im- 
portant measures members have been called 
out of the hall and many have been worried 
by visits at their boarding houses and ho- 
tels, by the lobbyists. One member of the 
house stated yesterday that he had been 
called out of his bed at midnight no less 
than three times during the session by per- 
sons wanting him to promise to vote for 
measures in which they were interested. 

The general sentiment of the members of 
ithe house that they have been bored and 
worried by lobbyists was given in the in- 
troduction yesterday of a resolution recit- 
ing that part of the constitution of the 
state and the statutes making lobbying a 
crime, and declaring it the sense of the 
house that the laws are still Of force, The 
resolution is said to have been introduced 
as a warning to those who have been and 
who are now actively engaged in the work 
of lobbying, notifying such persons that 
they are violating the law and are subject 
to punishment. 


Speaker Orders Visitors Kept Out. 

So great has become the nuisance that 
Speaker Jenkins gave orders to the door- 
keepers yesterday morning to exclude all 
visitors to the hall, except those who have 
been extended privileges of the floor or who 
are legally entitled to admittance. 

Speaker Jenkins said yesterday that the 
nuisance must stop and he privately noti- 
fied the doorkeepers to refuse admission to 
all persons not legally entitled to the same.. 
Later the speaker publicly announced that 
he had given such an order and that it will 
be inforced without exception. 

Mr. Burwell’s Resolution. 

Just before adjournment yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. W. H. Burwell, of Hancock county, 
sent to the clerk’s desk a resolution intend- 
ed to call attention to the lobbying nuisance 
and many members approved the introduc- 
tion of the resolution. Should the lobbying 
continue to the extent that it has to the 
interference of the business of the house, 
several members have declard that they 
will take steps to have lobbyists arrested 
and punished according to law. 

Mr. Burwell’s resolution was referred to 
the committee on the state of the repub- 
lic, at his request, and it will rest with 
that committee unless the lobbying is dis- 
continued, but called up if not,” says the 
author. The resolutfon reads as follows: 

“Whereas, paragraph 5, section 2, article 
1, of ‘the constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia reads as follows: . 

“Lobbying is declared to be a crime and 
the general assembly shall enforce the pro- 
visions by suitable penalties; 

“And whereas, section 4486 and section 
4486 (b) of the revised code of 1882 are in- 
tended to carry into effect the above con- 
stitutional provision, 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That it is the 
sense of this house that said sections have 
not been repealed, but the same are still of 
force.’’

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Not a few shrewd speculators who bulled 
wheat throughout its recent rise have 
changed either their position or their views, 
believing that bullish facts have been dis- 
counted and that rallies from now on 
will be based on the short interest rather 
than the merits of the situation. While 
the statistical position of wheat continues 
strong it would appear that these gentle- 
men are right. The government report for 
December is indicative of a large winter 
Wheat crop next year and although six 
months must elapse before it will be har- 
vested, the crop will be a fartor constant- 
ly present and from the bull view point a 
deterrent one? 

Extensive realizations last week caused 
a sharp decline in prices. The small cash 
demand, an increasing primary movement 
more favorable Argentine crop news and 
anticiputions of a very good government 
crop report were among the incentives 
of speculators. The decline up to Thurs- 
day wiped out a large amount of wheat 
carried on light margins and on which 
holders had placed stop loss orders. This 
cleared the atmosphere and temporarily 
improved the speculative situation. Bear 
operators who sold on the crop report 
bought in their shorts when the latter ap- 
peared, and as the market had become 
somewhat oversold, it had a sherp rally, 
recovering at the close of the *-fek most 
of its previous loss. Although t.i:e foreign 
demand continued slow, exports were upon 
an enlarged scale. 

E. C. Hodges & Co., commenting on the 
December report, say: “The government 
report makes acreage condition winter 
wheat 105.2 and acreage 23,986,470 acres, 
against 22,477,068 harvested acreage in 1895,

TO | RECOVER LAND] 


Interesting Litigation Is Begun in DeKalb 
Superior Court. 


PROPERTY VALUED AT $25,000 


Busy Day in the Courts Yesterday—A 
Number of Interesting Cases 
Came Up for Hearing. 


—— 


A suit to recover property valued at $25,- 
000 was filed yesterday in the superior court 
of DeKalb county befcre Judge Candler, 
by Attorneys Lewis W. Thomas and John 
F. Methvin, representing a number of 
plaintiffs. The petition is in the nature 
of an application for injunction against Ed 
Grant, administrator of the estate of Frank 
M. Ector, deceased, William Grant, George 
Grant, Irby Grant and Louie Grant, all 
Hrothers and sisters, asking that they be re- 
strained from selling thirty-six acres of 
land that is situated between Atlanta and 
Decatur, 

Frank M. Ector was killed last spring in 
Florida by a friend, with whom he was 
playing a game of cards. After a slight 
misunderstanding Ector was struck with a 
chair, the blow resulting in death. It was 
claimed that the blow was accidental. 

Mr. Ector left no family, it is said, and no 
near relatives. Mr. Ed Grant, of Atlanta, 
and ‘his sister, claim that they are half 
first cousins of Mr. Ector and that they 
are the nearest relatives to the deceased. 
Mr. Benton B. Ector, who is also a resi- 
dent of Atlanta, claims that he is the 
nearest blood relative. He claims that the 
words “first cousin,” in section 2484 of the 
code do not include half first cousins, but 
those only who have the same grandfather 
and grandmother, and states that the 
Grants, being only half first cousins, can- 
not claim title to the property by inherit- 
ance under the code. 

The point is brought out in the petition 

that if the Grants cannot inherit the prop- 
erty under the code, they cannot inherit 
it under the common law of force in Eng- 
land prior to July 4, 1776. Mr. Benton 
Ector claims he is entitled tto the estate 
because he is the nearest relative of the 
whole blood to his deceased relative. 
In the absence of Judge Candler, Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday morning granted an or- 
der setting the case for a hearing on De- 
cember 22d, before Judge Candler. The de- 
fendents are represented by Rosser & Car- 
ter and Thomas J. Ripley. 


CRIMINAL COURT IN SESSION. 


Rhoubottom’s Case Is Set for the First 
Thing This Morning. 
The city criminal court was in session 
yesterday, disposing of several misdemean- 
or cases. Will Lee and Tap Ward, charged 
with larceny from the house, were placed 
on trial, but a verdict was found declaring 
them innocent of the charge. They were 
accused of ‘jhaviag stolen a pair of shoes. 
T. A. Fuller was convicted of stabbing, 
and was given a fine of $50 or an alterna- 
tive of seven months in the county chain 
gang. 
The first case that will come up this 
morning will be the state against Rheubot- 
tom., The case was reached yesterday, but 
on account of the fact that the prisoner’s 
counsel was engaged in another case, it 
went over until today. 


JURY OUT ON THE VERDICT. 


McNew Damage Suit Was Concluded 
Yesterday Afternoon. 
The case of W. B. McNew against the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, for $5,000 damages, was concluded 
yesterday afternoon, and a sealed verdict 
will be received this morning by Judge Reid 
in the event the jury reaches a conclusion. 
McNew is suing the company for dam- 
ages he alleges to have received from a fall 
which occurred on January 19, 1895. He says 
he was standing on the front platform of a 
car that was going down Bass street, when 
the car struck a curve at a high rate of 
speed, throwing thim to the ground. He is 
represented by Maddox & Terrell and the 
company is defended by Hammond & Ham- 


mond. 

Judge Reid charged the jury late yester- 
day afternoon and the jury was instructed 
to return a sealed verdict this morning, 
which will be opened at 9 o’clock when 
court convenes,
